Chimacum Wayne Boon, the wonderful 33-pound four. 
year-old and great yearly record daughter of Sir Veeman 
Hengerveld, is the only one of his high producers not 
developed by Mr. Robens. One of the daughters Elsie 
Veeman Wayne, is owned by T. E. Getzelman of Illinois 
Tidy Veeman Hengerveld is dead. The other 10 are in 
Mr. Robens’ herd and he has at least 40 other daughters 
including four above 20 pounds, in the herd as well. Isn't 
this a wonderful record for the work of one man for the 
progeny of one bull? 

Mr. Robens had eight cows when he decided to em- 
bark more extensively in the Holstein business and to 
purchase a good herd sire. He visited Stevens Brothers. 
Hastings Company just after Ward and Ralph Stevens 
had withdrawn from their father’s Lacona firm. After 
looking over the calves, Mr. Robens decided upon Sir 
Veeman Hengerveld. There were two other calves 
that attracted him very much but he picked the calf he 
has since made one of the greatest sires in the world on 
what he liked in an individual. The other two calves were 
King Veeman De Kol, a three-fourths brother, and King 
Segis, then owned in the Stevens herd. 

That was 13 years ago and since that time the history 
of Mr. Robens’ success with Holsteins has been very 
largely a history of the development of the daughters of 
Sir Veeman Hengerveld. Mr. ‘Robens bought Sir Korn- 
dyke Pontiac Artis at one time to use as a second sire. 
He subsequently sold him to B. B. Andrews of Weedsport. 
Mr. Andrews reports that this bull has died recently. 

About five years ago he purchased of Quentin Mc- 
Adam a half interest in King Korndyke Sadie Vale for 
$2,500. This bull was used on the daughters of Sir 
Veeman Hengerveld and since the results of this mating 
have begun to freshen Mr. Robens divided his time in the 
development of the daughters of King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale and Sir Veeman Hengerveld. Some of the 
best record daughters of King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale have been brought out by Mr. Robens. It will be 
remembered that it was only a little over a year ago 
that he startled the Holstein public by bringing out in 
succession three two-year-old daughters of this bull with 
records of 26 pounds. Last winter he brought back the 
same 26-pound two-year-olds, making records of 31 to 
34 pounds on them at three and one-half to four years of 
age. Here is a list of the 30-pound daughters of King 
Korndyke Sadie Vale that Mr. Robens has developed.

The highest record daughter of King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale, K. K. S. V. Topsy, was developed by Mr. McAdam 
and the record of 40.38 pounds is second in the three and 
one-half year class, being surpassed only by Lady Pon- 
tiac Johanna. The 29-pound 24-months-old daughter of 
King Korndyke Sadie Vale, Sadie Vale Duchess, was 
also developed at McAdam’s and she is the youngest 
29-pound cow of the breed. 

Mr. Robens’ herd has grown to 125 head and con- 
tains 16 30-pound cows, whose records, with a_ single 
exception, were made by their present owner. One-half 
of these 30-pound records were made last winter, four 
upon daughters of Sir Veeman Hengerveld, three upon 
daughters of King Korndyke Sadie Vale and one upon a 
daughter of Sir Korndyke Pontiac Artis. This cow, 
Isabella Veeman Pontiac, made 30.74 pounds in 
seven days, and 124.11 pounds in 30 days. These 
16 30-pound cows include 10 30-pound daughters of Sit 
Veeman Hengerveld listed above, two 30-pound daugh- 
ters of King Korndyke Sadie Vale—he sold one of the 
30-pound daughters of this bull to Fred F. Field recently 
for $5,000—two Sir Korndyke Pontiac Artis daughters, 
including the one just mentioned and Beatrice Korndyke 
Pontiac Veeman, Orpha Pontiac, a 30-pound. cow Mr. 
Robens bought of F. M. Jones, and Marion ‘Clothilde 4th 
Lass, a 30-pound daughter of a son of Sir Veeman Hen- 
gerveld. This son, by the way, was sold to a neighbor 
and sent to the block before his real worth became ap- 
preciated. He has 11 A. R. O. daughters, including 
Marion Clothilde 4th Lass with 31.27 pounds of butter 
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40 pounds of milk, Poland Maid Hengerveld, 
0m icone ‘Of butter, and Daisy Maid Aaggie 2d, 25.19 
pounds, all owned by Mr. Robens and developed by him in 
his herd. ; ; 

In addition to this array of 30-pound cows there are 
a lot of prospective candidates for better records during 
the coming year’s testing. Many of the 30-pound daugh- 
ters of Sir Veeman Hengerveld and King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale freshen in excellent season. They are looking very fine 
and there will be interesting reports from Pleasant Hill. 
Mr. Robens thinks mighty well of some of his cows, par- 
ticularly some of the 30-pound cows whose records in- 
dicate their ability and, while he doesn’t say 40 pounds 
when talking about them, there’s a little smile of satis- 
faction around his mouth which means that he considers 
them very favorably for large records. 

Mr. Robens richly deserves to enjoy the _ suc- 
cess he has made through his efforts and _ will, 
in all probability, enjoy it just the way he 
made it. He’s a hard worker and he isn’t happy unless 
he is working. He is clipping coupons right and left these 
days as a reward for his work. Just a sample of it was 
seen at Worcester in June when Gardiner Hall Jr. paid 
him $12,000 for a King Korndyke Sadie Vale son out of 
S. V. H. Fanny, a 30-pound junior three-year-old daughter 
of Sir Veeman Hengerveld and one of Mr. Robens’ best 
prospects for a very large record at her next freshening. 

Everybody who knows Mr. Robens at all is mighty 
glad to see him making such a success. It’s an inspiration 
and a delight to know that the World can recognize in a 
substantial measure such a sterling performance by such 
a sterling man. 


Nailing Up the Barn 


SUBSCRIBER to the World writes that he is 
A stronaly tempted by the present labor conditions to 

simply nail up the place and sell all of his Holsteins. 

We can easily see why a man should feel as this 
gentleman does. When one is forced to depend upon help 
entirely, the present conditions make the farm work un- 
certain in the extreme. The plans may be made for a 
complete campaign of development—field operations, 
herd and A. R. O. work. But these same plans, no matter 
how carefully outlined, may be completely annihilated at 
a day’s notice. Such was approximately the case with 
our correspondent mentioned above. He supposed that 
everything was moving smoothly in connection with his 
herd, but upon going out to the farm one day he found 
very different conditions prevailing due to the upheaval 
of the farm help. 

There is nothing that is more discouraging than such 
a situation, but at the same time we urge most earnestly 
that breeders cling to their herds and work out their 
problems as best they can, rather than to be led about by 
these difficulties that are so disheartening. It is perfectly 
apparent that the entire breeding world is going to need 
every possible animal type of age during the next decade. 
There has not been a time in the memory of anyone now 
living when such serious problems along this line have 
presented themselves. During the time of previous national 
strife, the population of the country was less dense and, 
as a matter of fact, the strife was merely national while 
today the industrial conditions, especially those involving 
farm problems, are of international scope, comprehending 
the majority of the civilized world. 


Prosperity seems to move along an undulating path. 
In almost every man’s experience there are times when 
it seems as though the problems that face him are 
insurmountable, but if he stays by the job he will find 
that the hardest: part of the climb is just before the top 
of the hill is reached and when he feels as though he 
could go no farther he is just approaching the spot where 
his pathway will become easier and prosperity will begin 
to smile upon him through finding the solution to his 
difficulty. 

_ We believe then from the standpoint of the breeder 
himself that it will be to his financial interest to stay 
in the game through some means or other rather than to 
disperse his herd. We believe that he will soon find that 
the profits coming his way will be a splendid recompense 
for the struggle, hard though it may seem at the time 
being. On the other hand, we believe that every breeder 
Owes it to his association as well as to himself, and

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An Architect by Profession—A Holstein 
Breeder by Choice 


T may have been his architectural training that led 
Linn Kinne of Utica to pick the farm that he selected 
when he decided to seek recreation from his vocation 

in agricultural. pursuits, but after looking over the layout 
at Levelacres we would rather think that Mr. Kinne pos- 
sesses somewhere in his make-up a natural aptitude for 
country life. Of course, he was brought up on the farm. 
All men who really get anywhere either come directly 
from the farm or have the roots of their family tree pretty 
deeply imbedded in the soil. But he picked a dandy farm, 
at any rate, and it was natural after buying it two years 
ago that he should decide to stock it with Holsteins. 
Levelacres is rightly named. There are 132 acres in 
the farm and every acre is as level as a table. It has a 
wonderful under-drainage and will grow any crop, being 
particularly adapted to the crops that go with dairy farm- 
ing. Mr. Kinne took a representative of the World out 
to see it recently and to demonstrate its accessibility he 
drove over a good share of it with a Cadillac Eight. Even 
a Ford could do the trick, but of course nothing but a 
Cadillac Eight would do this for this particular occasion. 
One field had ten acres of potatoes that were turning out 
250 bushels to the acre. There were a couple of acres of 
beets that looked fully up to Mr. Kinne’s assertion that

they would go 1,000 bushels to the acre, and the corn crop 
was simply immense. He can, and does, grow hay that 
would put any general farmer to shame, and hay is only 
a side line with real dairymen. Alfalfa grows readily as 
the soil is naturally limestone, and grain would yield won- 
derfully in the rich soil that abounds. The farm is located 
at Cassville, about 15 miles south of Utica, in a valley 
noted for its fine farms and good crops. 

Mr. Kinne is an architect by profession and an en- 
thusiastic cow man by choice. He is getting into Hol- 
steins just as fast as opportunity will let him. Being the 
chief architect for several large industrial concerns, such 


‘as the International Paper Company and the Remington 


Typewriter Company, takes quite a bit of his spare time, 
but he never lets business interfere with his pleasure, and 
showing off the Holsteins is the acme of pleasure for this 
enthusiast. He finds time to superintend the building for 
a wealthy resident of ‘Cleveland, Ohio, of the finest dwell- 
ing that has been put up in that city this year as well as 
look after prospective homes for a lot of clients in central 
New York cities, but whenever a Holstein man drops 
into the office and says he wants to see Levelacres, the 
“Nobody Home” sign goes out in a hurry. 

The owner of Levelacres believes in doing things 
right when he starts. He isn’t spending a lot of money 
on equipment and still he has a finely appointed set of 
buildings growing up at‘his farm. But his herd is “A

There is.a full sister in blood to Winnie Cornucopia 
Korndyke De Kol that made such a fine record on the 
Pacific coast last spring. This cow, Winnie ‘Cornucopia 
De Kol, was tested out by Mr. Kinne last season and, aj. 
though ten years of age, made 26.10 pounds of butter from 
737.3 pounds of milk in seven days and over 98 pounds 
from 2,895 pounds of milk in 30 days. Her best day’s 
milk was 108.6, and thus she proved her right to claim 
relationship to her sister in production as well as in blood 

Mr. Kinne bought a 30-pound cow, Topsy Korndyke 
Beets, with a previous record of 32.09 and 123.76 pounds 
for seven and 30 days. Just to prove that she was a good 
one he tested her again last winter and made 31.45 pounds 
in seven days and 129.31 pounds in 30 days, bettering her 
30-day record by nearly six pounds. She gave 1005 
pounds of milk her best day during the test. This speaks 
well, we think, for E. J. Osborne, Mr. Kinne’s herdsman 
who, without previous experience in handling A. R. 0. 
cows, made this and the other records at the farm. Mr, 
Osborne is a natural cow man and can handle a cow pretty 
skillfully considering his lack of previous testing ex- 
perience. 

A few cows in the Kinne herd came from John Wal- 
worth of Dutch Corner fame. A junior two-year-old, 
Dutch Corner Midget, produced 20.89 pounds, and another, 
Dutch Corner Calliope, made 19.19 pounds at the same age. 

Mr. Kinne recently bought a bull and, like his first 
female purchases, it was a good one. He went to the same 
place, too, for his bull that he went to for the heifers, but 
this time Mr. Robens did not sell ‘the whole animal, for 
he reserved a half-interest in King Sadie Vale Henger- 
veld for future use in his own herd. The bull is a son of 
King Korndyke Sadie Vale and out of S. H. V. Belle De 
Kol, a 37-pound three-year-old and highest record daugh- 
ter of Sir Veeman Hengerveld. The youngster, now 18 
months old, is a finely marked, good individual representa- 
tive of the Sir Veeman Hengerveld and King Korndyke 
Sadie Vale crosses which have proved so successful in 
Mr. Robens’ hands. He is bound to sire good stuff if 
breeding counts for anything and it surely does. 

Levelacres will be heard from in an_ increasingly 
large measure as the fruits of Mr. Kinne’s enthusiasm are 
developed. The owner is a pretty good cow judge even 
if he was brought up on cube roots, rectangles and Ionic 
design at Cornell University, School of Architecture, and 
his enthusiasm is bound to lead him out to the front of 
the procession. He may make a few mistakes, and it 
won’t be the first time mistakes have been made in the 
breeding of Holsteins. But his inherent love of the cow 
and his training in form and function, even though it was 
gained in designing dwellings, will all help him on the 
road to success, and incidentally he will find surcease from 
his duties in the pleasures of driving the Cadillac over 
those level acres.

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The Government and Dairying 


HE World is always glad to co-operate with the Food 

Administration in laying before readers the para- 
mount importance of food saving. It is a movement of 
inestimable value in the successful prosecution of the 
war in which we are now engaged, and one which there- 
fore we feel sure will find a responsive echo in the hearts 
of our fellow breeders. As a class, these people of ours 
are meeting their duties as citizens in a truly patriotic 
way. 
Hundreds of young men, and many of mature age, con- 
nected with the industry have given their services to the 
cause. The Holstein-Friesian Association of America has 
bought nearly $200,000 worth of liberty bonds, putting 
nearly all its available funds into this investment. It 
has given to the Red ‘Cross fund. At every public sale 
of Holsteins Red ‘Cross calves are being sold and in every 
home into which one goes the women are knitting for 
the soldiers or making supplies for the Red Cross. These 
contributions backed as they are by the action of the 
parent association are real indications that our people 
are back of the government to the very limit in the war 
in which we are engaged. Of Holstein farmers at least 
it need not be said that they are lacking in patriotism or 
willingness to fight. 

But there should be, we think, a little more co-opera- 
tion on the part of the government with our industry. 
We speak now, not as Holstein breeders alone, but as 
breeders of all kinds of dairy cattle and as dairymen en- 
gaged in producing an economical food, one that can help 
materially in winning the war if put to the full use that 
should be made of it. The government has been study- 
ing the cost of producing milk very carefully, we under- 
stand. If it has any report to make as to the cost of 
such production why not make it public at this time? 
The dairy industry is willing to submit to the findings of 
any government commission that has done its work fairly, 
and we have every reason to believe that any report 
coming from such a source would be carefully and ac- 
curately compiled. If such a report were available now 
it would do much to quell the disturbances which have 
— on every hand regarding the price to be paid for 
milk, 

All parties to such controversies will, we believe, ac- 
cept their government’s decision as to the cost of making 
milk and abide by the result. If the producer is ex- 
orbitant in his demands, let the government say so. If 
the price paid is insufficient, let’s know it. Both sides are, 
or at the very least should be, patriotic enough to stand 
‘by the findings when they are made public. 

The government has stated that the dairy industry 
is necessary to the successful prosecution of agriculture. 
Its trained representatives have said as much. It knows 
the importance dairying bears to agriculture. It knows 
the place it should occupy on every farm, its 
importance in the scheme of crop rotation, in pre- 
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serving fertility and in marketing f

War and the Cattle Business 


“We AR never hurts the cattle business,” says 5 
; : : ” eth 
Strickland in a recent advertisement in the World 

In all probability this is beyond question when the 
industry is considered as a whole. For war raises otices 
not only for cattle but for the products of the dairy va 
well. It does this by depleting herds in warring eon 
tries, setting up great demands for dairy cattle every. 
where as beef and veal, and throwing men from produc. 
ing into consuming groups, thus increasing very largely 
the demand for food production, a large part of which 
comes from the dairy. 

But there is another angle to war’s relation to the 
cattle business. The same forces which operate to make 
it pay better prices are operating to make it cost more 
and that is a side of the business that the dairyman has 
to watch pretty carefully. Feed costs soar. Labor be. 
comes scarce. Materials are very dear and hard to get. 
War in the final reckoning does not hurt the cattle bus,. 
ness but the cattle man or dairyman must watch more 
closely in such times of stress to maintain his profit. 

He has larger investments. He pays more for feed 
and help and he must get more for milk and cattle. He 
must install every device that saves labor. He must safe- 
guard his herd’s health for nothing is of greater importance 
in a close race between profit and loss than to keep down 
the losses due to disease. What might in ordinary times 
be taken as the general run of the business in the way 
of losses of this kind cannot be borne in war times and 
besides to keep production up to a patriotic basis he can- 
not afford to dally with diseased animals. 

So it’s a case of putting in the milking machine, now 
conceded a mighty great help in the labor problem 
and a positive economy in production. It becomes neces- 
sary to have well ventilated barns with labor saving equip- 
ment. It becomes imperative to have drinking‘ water 
accessible at all times, for such conveniences are known to ° 
increase production at low cost. 

And when it comes to feeding, the breeder or dairy- 
man in war times must know his work thoroughly for 
there is no easier way to let profits slip through one’s 
fingers than through careless or inefficient feeding. ° 

These things, of course, are to be practiced at all 
times but never more assiduously than now in the dairy 
and breeding industry. The careful application of sound 
management, even if it involves a little larger expenditure 
and a little closer application of one’s energies, will spell 
success in these industries, particularly in war times. 


Holstein Progress of the Right Kind 


NE of the contributors to the World writes that their 

association in Colorado has shipped one _ carload 
of Holsteins to the stockyards and three carloads more 
are ready for shipment. ; 

It is not to be supposed that these are registered 
cattle. The letter comes from a section of the country 
where Holstein sentiment is being built up rapidly and 
as a natural thing the start is being made with grades. 
From the standpoint of these people, the grade is a valu- 
able asset for they depend quite largely upon the daily 
products rather than upon breeding stock, and in cases of 
this kind the milking traits superimposed by the Holstein 
blood prove very valuable. 

At the same time a cow testing movement has been 
fostered in this section and the boarder cows are being 
separated from the profitable producers, thus making the 
herds yield a higher degree of clear profit and at the same 
time cutting down the expense through the elimination 
of those grades that are not paying for the high priced 
feed which prevails at the present time. Cattle of this 
kind are shipped to the stockyards. 

The World has great faith in a movement such as 
this and it will gladly do everything that can be done to 
encourage such progress. The man who buys grades with 
the idea of developing into purebreds just as rapidly as 
circumstances will permit is the man who will go farthest 
as a Holstein-Friesian breeder. 
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Nearly a quarter of a century .ago, 
the idea of developing a hornless 
family of purebred Holstein-Fries- 
jans was conceived by one man who 
has been following out this theory 
ever since. We refer to George E. 
Stevenson of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Stevenson is a devoted student 
of natural history. He has been fol- 
lowing his investigations and work- 
ing along this line ever since he first 
conceived the idea. He has now 
brought together quite a herd, every 
animal of which was born naturally 
hornless. Some are from horned 
<'-e on the one side, others have been 
sired by bulls that were naturally 
hornless and borne by horned dams. 
As a whole, however, the offspring 
has averaged at least 75 per cent 
hornless. 

Through the long years of work, 
oftentimes very discouraging in its 
results, Mr. Stevenson has risen to 
a point where he is now practically 
certain of just what he has been aim- 
ing at, that is, a strain whose polled 
characteristics are dominant. In 
speaking of one of his bulls, he says, 
“We guarantee him to sire nothing 
but hornless calves when bred _ to 
horned cows.” This is sufficient evi- 
dence of the permanency of the trait 
which has been developed in _ this 
herd. 

The origin of the polled race of cat- 
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The Hornless Holstein 


tle is decidedly ancient. In his “Li- 
brary of Natural History, Lydekker 
states: 

“An ancient herd of white cattle, 
polled, still exists at Somerford Park 
in the heart of Maxwell Forest, color 
pure white, ears, iris of eyes, muzzle 
and hoofs quite black, small black 
spots on neck, sides and legs.” 

In connection with this same fact 
Mr. Stevenson says: 

“Polled, or naturally hornless cattle, 
have been known in England and on 
——— probably as early as 
1174. 

“During the occupancy of northern 
Europe by the Romans, undoubtedly 
all known varieties of domesticated 
cattle and other animals were inter- 
mingled on the route of travel be- 
tween Italy and northern Europe and 
England. The Romans in their con- 
quest of the world used, as a means 
of transportation of food, the domes- 
ticated animals which were carried 
with the armies on foot across the 
continent on all their routes of travel. 
It is quite likely that the hornless, 
or polled, trait was disseminated 
along this route of travel of the Ro- 
man legions, intermingled with the 
horned trait in all of the domestic 
strains of cattle now recognized as 
pure bloods. It has cropped out in 
the Jerseys, the Durhams, the Here- 
fords, the Guernseys and the Hol- 
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steins. The first herd books are not 
yet a century old, and what we know 
as to purity of blood before the ex- 
istence of the herd book is mere tra- 
dition. 

“The polled or hornless trait was 
recognized by the government of 
Holland at the Exposition in Am- 
sterdam in 1886, and prizes were of- 
fered for hornless black and white 
cattle. This trait was recognized by 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America in 1887, as.one legitimately 
belonging to the Holstein-Friesian 
breed. (Volume 3, Bulls, page 28.) 

“Our cattle are all purebred Hol- 
stein-Friesians, registered in the 
same herd books by the same associ- 
ation as the horned Holstein-Fries- 
ians. Their records are supervised 
and made official by the same office. 
The herd contains the blood of the 
most noted families of the breed— 
De Kols, Johannas, Ormsbys, Hen- 
gervelds, Segis, Korndykes, Nether- 
lands, Pontiacs, etc.” 

In connection with breeding off 
the horns, breeding for production 
has not been overlooked for a mo- 
ment. There are in the Stevenson 
herd some remarkably high -lass 
cows, beautiful in type and thorough- 
ly capable of most excellent records 
extending over one or more years. 
One family of which he is especially 
proud consists of the dam, Cornu- 
copia Plum Johanna, and two daugh- 
ters, Keystone Beauty Plum Johanna 
and Keystone Plum Johanna, all with

The Caretaker 


The man who has actual charge of 
the herd is really one of the most im- 
portant factors in the entire breeding 
and dairy world. There is no one 
who needs a better knowledge of the 
dairy industry than the herdsman or 
the caretaker, as he may be called. 
This man is the one who is most 
thoroughly alive to every problem 
connected with the management of 
the herd and his influence over the 
cattle that are directly under his care 
or even the unborn generation is 
remarkable in the extreme. 

If the herdsman or caretaker is 
thoroughly appreciative of the duties 
that naturally devolve upon him, he 
will realize that there is practically no 
limit to the possibilities of his posi- 
tion. He will appreciate the fact that 
by keeping closely in touch with his 
work he can become better posted and 
he can become of more importance to 
his employer than almost any other 
man. 

When the campaign of record mak- 
ing is undertaken, the work of the 
herdsman becomes more vital and his 
ability to get the most out of the cows 
under his care will emphasize his 
real merits, and will give the measure 
of his true worth to his employer. 
Here a little carelessness on his part 
may cost thousands of dollars in de- 
nying the full measure of the herd’s 
possibilities and a little extra care will 
be worth thousands of dollars to the 
owner in making his herd stand out 
more prominently in the A. R. O. 

The true herdsman is always ready 
to answer the mute appeals of the 


animal under his charge, and further 
than this he is always able to read 
these mute appeals far more readily 
than can anyone else in the plant. He 
will spend many hours and sacrifice 
his own personal habits of eating or 
sleeping, simply to see that the ani- 
mals that are in his charge do not 
suffer and do not long for that which 
they particularly desire. 

In the third place, the herdsman is 
a wonderful factor in the success of 
the herd that is led through the show 
ring. There is manv and many a vic- 
tory won by the man who holds the 
animal as well as by the animal itself. 
It is not uncommon for the herdsman 
and caretaker with a prominent show 
herd to spend many long hours with 
his charges before leading them into 
the ring. 

On the whole, the breeder who has 
an exceptionally good herdsman, or 
who is his own herdsman, may be 
fortunate in the extreme. He is the 
man who will in a large measure de- 
termine the glories that are won.

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Distribution of Milk in World’s Largest City 


From several quite distinct points 
of view the amalgamation of London 
dairies under the leadership of the 
United Dairies (Ltd.) is highly im- 
portant on the commercial side, with 
attractive possibilities for the share- 
holders and with some advantages for 
the consumers. While in most cases 
a combination of businesses is a re- 
sultant of influences exercised by a 
dominant financial body, this particu- 
lar combination appears to have come 
about by a reverse operation. 

A large number of London retail 
dairymen and certain dairy com- 
panies have,:owing to the exigencies 
of war, found themselves in an un- 
comfortable position. The supply of 
their milk became precarious, the 
price to be paid alarming, the com- 
plaints of their customers chronic and 
insistent, and with quite a possibility 
of matters getting very much worse. 
In these circumstances _ tentative 
efforts were made to form some kind 
of combination among the firms so 
adversely affected, for their mutual 
advantage. The result of discussions 
on the subject had the effect of im- 
pressing upon them great practical 
difficulties, and eventually the whole 
subject was put before the manage- 
ment of the United Dairies Company 
with a view to creating a strong finan- 


cial position capable of taking care of 
so big a scheme. 

The meeting was an extraordinary 
general meeting of the United Dairies 
(Ltd.) and the whole proposition was 
put before the shareholders in the 
form of two resolutions. The first 
resolution provided for an increase of 
the capital of the company to 
£4,000,000 (roughly $20,000,000) by 
the creation of 3,000,000 shares of £1 
each, 1,500,000 to be preference shares 
and 1,500,000 ordinary shares. The 
second resolution related to the pay- 
ment of dividends upon the new 
shares. 


The chairman explained that the 
board had in view an amalgamation of 
the London retail dairy trade, more 
particularly those portions of it that 
had wide deliveries. !t covered many 
of the large limited companies, sev- 
eral smaller ones, and many private 
concerns. Without following in detail 
the necessarily lengthy statement of 
the chairman, some of the more sa- 
lient points may be touched upon. 

Briefly, the objects of the whole 
scheme are mainly these: To econ- 
omize by unity of effort the material 
and labor which is now expended in 
an extremely wasteful manner every 
day and all the year around on the

tion for new business comparatively 
great distances are covered in the de- 
livery of milk, which frequently takes 
place miles away from the source oi 
supply. Were it not that consumers 
have always been accustomed to see- 
ing this kind of thing go on, the lack 
of system and waste of time and 
energy would appear, as it truly is, a 
great commercial folly, and a way 
how not to do it be found. 

It must be understood also, while 
the adoption of the scheme by the 
United Dairies is quite definite, that 
a seal can only be put upon the agree- 
ment by the formal acquiescence of 
the numerous concerns that will be in 
the position of venders; but the assent 
of the shareholders of the companies 
and the formal consent of the private 
firms may be regarded as almost a 
foregone conclusion. * * * 

In addition, we understand that the 
new management will keep in view 
an all-around improvement in the 
quality of the milk sold. 

[NOTE: The above is taken from 
the Statist, published in London on 
October 13th, and is reproduced here 
from the ‘Commerce Report. Per- 
haps it belongs more distinctly to a 
journal dealing especially with the 
conditions of the actual milk trade, 
but on the other hand, the breeder of 
Holstein-Friesians in many instances 
is interested in milk market affairs, 
and many of the problems that the 
dealer in London must solve are fac- 
ing, in the same measure, the dealers 
of this country. It is a noted fact 
that on many streets several milk 
wagons pass the same house daily in 
order to adequately cover their de- 
liveries, when if proper organization 
were perfected one wagon could 
handle the business easily. This is 
only one of the points brought out 
in the London article, but it is one of 
the most glaring evidences of the 
need of better organization.

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The Holly (Colo.) Holstein Breeders 


Over in Holly, Colo., they have an 
organization that is commonly known 
as the Holly Cow Club. This is 
really the Holly Holstein Breeders’ 
Association and regular monthly 
meetings are held. 

The regular meeting of the Holly 
Holstein ‘Club for November was held 
on the 3d, and attended by 70 mem- 
bers. An interesting discussion of 
what amount of high priced grain 
may be fed with milk at $3.20 ner 
hundred, was participated in by sev- 
eral. J. A. Pierce and J. H. Leonard 
were selected to lead the round table 
talk at the December meeting. 

A liberal investment in Liberty 
Bonds from the club treasury was au- 
thorized. : 

Three carloads of boarder cows 
were signed for shipment to Kansas 
City as beef and canners, to be sent 
before January lst. One carload has 
already been shipped. Cars of lin- 
seed and cotton seed meal were pur- 
chased for members for distribution 
by the co-operative committee. 

This account of the meeting indi- 
cates an interest that is being shown 
in progressive plans for breeding and 
making their section of the state even 
more famous than it is now as a Hol- 
stein center. The organization is 
unique and a general feeling of local 
pride pervades all of their activities. 
even down to the most commonplace 
work. at times connected with the up- 
building of a dairy herd. 

The members of the association 
maintain that the particular brand of 
climate that prevails in Prowers 
county produces size, vigor, constitu- 
tion and a degree of superiority that 
can scarcely be matched at any other 
point. We are advised by the Holly 
association booklet that it is never 
necessary to stable animals in this 
county in order to protect them from 
severe climate and a dry, comfortable 
yard is always assured. So far as 
feed is concerned, we are told that: 
“The crops best suited for dairying, 
alfalfa and silage, have never suffered 
a failure here. and are always grown 
in great abundance. A large amount 
of grain of the milo-maize variety. is 
also grown. Up to the vear 1915 
these crops were produced largely in 
excess of the local consumption; the 
result being the alfalfa and grain were 
sold at low figures, and the silage 
crop was often a loss ‘to the grower. 
Our crops, princinally alfalfa. were 
shipped into eastern states and were 
used to produce milk.”

‘Holsteins were brought in as fast as 
farmers would purchase them. Some- 
times grades were imported and 
sometimes purebreds. Often the 
stock was sold to the settler without 
any cash payment at the start, but it 
was provided that half of the milk 
check should go to the party bring- 
ing in the stock. This campaign of 
progress was begun in 1914 and dur- 
ing last year the production of milk 
at Holly station alone, reached 8,000 
gallons per day and 50,000 gallons is 
more nearly a measure of what Prow- 
ers county dairymen sent to the con- 
densory. Undoubtedly an_— equal 
amount was marketed through other 
means. The prosperity that now 
reigns in this section is due very 
largely to the enthusiasm that has 
been stimulated through the cow 
club. The education of the dairyman, 
the awakening of his interest and the 
general progress all through the sec- 
tion is the result of the co-operation 
stimulated by this organization. 

The first meeting of the association 
was held in the offices of the Arkan- 
sas Valley Sugar Beet and Irrigated 
Land Company, Holly, Colo., on the 
19th of February, 1916. At that time 
Mr. Partridge was elected president 
and Mrs. A. M. R. Crooks, secretary. 
Mr. Partridge continues as president 
and Mr. Jones is now the secretary. 

These people are to be congratu- 
lated upon the remarkable work that 
they have accomplished. 


STATE CONVENTION TO BUR- 
LINGTON, WIS.

COW TESTING ASSOCIATION 
WORK 


County Agent R. A. Ward of 
Crook and Deschutes counties, Ore- 
gon, had been receiving inquiries 
from time to time concerning the ad- 
vantages of cow testing, but as his 
time was well taken up with other 
things, he was not able to call per- 
sonally on these farmers, so he de- 
cided to call a meeting which was at- 
tended by a large number of dairy- 
men. 

Milk from _ different herds was 
brought in and tested and the advan- 
tages and benefits of testing ex- 
plained. Talks were made by the 
county agent and one of the leading 
creamerymen on modern dairying. 
improved methods of handling and 
selling milk and butterfat, and local 
questions were answered which con- 
fronted the dairy interests in that sec- 
tion of the country. 

In one instance it was discovered 
that a party selling whole-milk at a 
certain price per hundredweight was 
losing money daily, both on the price 
of butterfat and returns from skim- 
milk, which could have been remedied 
if the party had been an association 
member. Besides testing the milk. 
the tester keeps all records of the 
herds, balances the rations and de- 
termines the cost of production. 

As a resvlt of this demonstration 
six herds from one district alone 
have entered the association and 
they hone to largely increase this 
membership in the near future —The 
County Agent. 


Ordinarily cows are milked only 
twice a dav. They will give a little 
more milk if they are milked three or 
four times a day, but not enough more 
as a rule to pay for the extra work. 
However, if you have a very heavy 
milker, a cow giving fifty or sixty 
pounds of milk daily, it will probably 
be a good plan to milk her three times 
a day at least for a short time while 
she is fresh. 


Other things being equal the cow 
with the biggest appetite is the one 
that will give the most milk and but- 
terfat.

Report comes from a cow testing 
association in ‘California showing the 
records made by some of the leading 
herds in that country. This is re- 
printed from the California Cultiva- 
tor, a paper which takes decided de- 
light in reflecting the progress that 
is being made by the farmers along 
the Pacific coast and further than this 
it cultivates and’ stimulates the best 
farm work of all kinds. 

In reporting this cow test associa- 
tion we learn that the herd owned by 
Gottshall and Magruder averaged 951 
pounds of milk on a herd of 24 cows.

pounds of milk with an avera 

of 4 per cent making the buthesie 
yield 63.5 pounds; and best of al] she 
was a Holstein. 

The herd taking second place in 
milk production is owned by the 
county farm and numbers 34 head 
with an average yield of 918 pounds 
of milk per cow for the month. This 
herd, however, has the distinction of 
holding both first and second places 
so far as the individual cow is con. 
cerned. Their best cow produced 
1,860 pounds of milk with an average 
test of 4.1 per cent making 762 
pounds of fat. The second cow gave 
1,541 pounds of milk testing 45 per 
cent making a yield of 69.3 pounds of 
fat, and as suggested above both of 
these are Holsteins though not pure- 
breds. 


Of the five leading herds three 
were Holsteins, of the five leading 
cows the. first, second, third and fifth 
were Holsteins, and of the 16 cows 
that produced over 45 pounds of but- 
terfat each during the month, 11 were 
Holsteins. 


When one takes into consideration 
the fact that this is just a plain cow 
testing association report, not in any 
sense a test that is made for official 
records, but rather the everyday 
work of these herds in the San Joa- 
quin County Association, as they are 
maintained under practical farm con- 
ditions, he cannot fail to be impressed 
with the value of the dairy industry 
from the practical farmer’s — stand- 
point, and further than this he can- 
not fail to be impressed with the 
popularity of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed from the real hard working 
farmer’s standpoint. Some of these 
cows mentioned above were grade 
Holsteins, but at the same time there 
were grade cows from the other 
breeds as well, all of which doubtless 
goes to prove the influence of the test 
association, which is fostered by the 
agricultural college, in grading up 
the herds that are now on the farms 
in this section. 


The World believes firmly in such 
upbuilding of the herds of the dairy 
farms and further than this we be- 
lieve that the testing association as a 
factor teaches the farmer to maintain 
better herds and stimulates a desire 
for such herds. 

Another quotation from the same 
paper calls attention to the report of 
the state dairy cow competition that 
is being held in ‘California under the 
direction of the state university. A 
list of the cows that gave over 40 
pounds of butterfat during the 30 
days of September numbers 113. Of 
this list, the cows taking the first four 
places were Holsteins, either pure- 
breds or grades. The cow winning 
first place was a nine-year-old regis- 
tered Holstein that had been in milk 
for 182 days during this lactation per- 
iod, yet she gave 1,603.5 pounds ot 
milk with a butterfat test of 3.89 per 
cent, making her butterfat yield for 
the month 62.376 pounds. She is 
owned by Anita M. Baldwin, one of 
the well established Holstein breed- 
ers of the state.

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EDING AND FEEDING THE 
BREE OUNDATION STONES. 


Those who register in_ the short 
course in general agriculture, to be 
given at the New York State College 
beginning November 17th, will be giv- 
en two courses in animal husbandry on 
the subjects of breeding and feeding.

When any country loses the fertility 
of its land that country goes into de- 
cay. History is replete with exam- 
ples of this kind. A fertile soil means 
more for a country than mines of 
silver or gold. It is an economic 
question and one that affects the 
whole foundation of society. 

People are so constituted that when 
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Fertility

there is plenty they seem to think 
there always will be. The same was 
true in relation to the fertility of the 
soil. The first methods of farming 
in a new country have most always 
been a system that has impoverished 
the soil. Selling crops from the farm 
means selling the fertility of the soil. 

The countries of this world that 
have had the greatest prosperity in 
manufacturing and commerce have 
not been the countries that sold the 
crops that they grew, but the coun- 
tries that manufactured these crops 
into the finished products. They not 
only manufactured what they raised 
themselves, but raw material from 
other countries, and that is just what 
the dairy farmer is doing. Through

When animals and milk product 
are sold, only a small portion of the 
plant food of the entire crop is sold. 
The greatest part of the plant food 
is left behind in the form of barnyard 
manure and can be returned to the 
soil, and not only the plant food on 
his own farm but in the grain that ig 
fed to the dairy cows that grew on 
the farms of the south and west. 

There are several advantages in 
dairy farming. First, it gives em. 
ployment all the year, which is not 
true of crop farming. Second, it fyr- 
nishes immediate and constant re. 
turns to the man who invests his 
money in dairy cows and he soon be- 
gins to realize on his investment. 
The prices of milk and butter are not 
subject to such great fluctuations as 
other farm commodities. There is no 
kind of farming whereby you can so 
increase the fertility of the soil, In 
some sections of the United States 
land has become so impoverished, as 
a result of grain farming, that the 
owners have had to abandon these 
farms. During more recent years 
some of these farms have been re- 
claimed by dairy farming. 

The same conditions exist in other 
countries. The larger part of Europe

has gone through this soil depletion 
and has taken up dairying until now, 
in Denmark, Holland and Sweden, 
where cows are extensively handled, 
these countries are producing larger 
crops than they did thirty years ago. 

The dairy cow is an economical 
producer of human food. No other 
animal can begin to produce the same 
quantity of digestible food as cheaply 
as the dairy cow. A good dairy cow 
will produce more than four times as 
much food as a steer. Because ot 
this economy of production the dairy 
cow is adapted to all conditions, but 
we must have good cows. 

The breeding of registered dairy 
cattle, if done skillfully and _ intelli- 
gently, is the most profitable kind of 
dairy husbandry and, like everything 
else, profitable dairying depends first 
of all on the man who is in charge— 
the manager.

You 
will see them, when small boys, team- 
ing the steers and, if there are no 
steers to team, they will yoke the 
heifers. These boys will readily make 
good stockmen, but most of the boys 
in this world are just like every other 
boy—they like most any work that 
they can make a success of and they 
can make a success of most anything 
if they work hard enough at it.

Bacteria that cause the souring and 
flavor in milk do not originate in the 
milk or in the udder of the cow. When 
milk is in the -udder it contains no 
bacteria. In fact, milk has been 
drawn from a cow through a previ- 
ously sterilized silver tube into a 
sterilized bottle, then sealed so that 
bacteria from the outside could not 
gain access, and has been known to 
keep sweet for many months and even 
years. Bacteria are found on the 
bodies of the cows in the manure, 
in the air of the stable and 
on the hands of the milker; and 
from these sources they gain access 
to the milk during the process of milk- 
ing, all of which goes to show the 
necessity and importance of keepin- 
the cow clean and the surroundings 
where milking takes place in as sani- 
tary condition as possible.

CATTLE SITUATION IN THE 
SOUTH. 


Announcement has just come from 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture that is of especially vital im- 
portance to the beef cattle industry 
of both the north and south, and is 
also of decided importance to the 
dairy industry. The World has al- 
ways held that there is a great field 


of territory ever liberated at one 
time since the federal campaign 
against the tick was started in 1906. 
Earlier in the year, 5,234 square miles 
were freed, so that on the whole, 1917 
will be marked as one of the greatest 
years in the history of the struggle 
against this pest. 

A territory that is infested by the 
tick, has never been held safe for 
stock from tick free regions and this 
has stood in the way of the dairy 
development of the southern states. 
There are many regions in this sec- 
tion where an abundance of feed, 
where the climatic conditions, in 
fact, where it seems that everything 
that nature can do has been done to 
co-operate with men in making most 
promising dairy possibilities. Now 
that the land is being freed from the 
last of these obstructions, we _ shall 
look for a greater market for breed- 
ing stock in the south.

BREEDERS’ SALE. 

The sixth semi-annual consignment 
sale of Western Washington Hol- 
stein Breeders took place October 
3lst at Snohomish, Wash.

MILK COMPARED WITH MEAT. 


Prof. O. Erf, of Ohio, has es- 
timated that a dairy cow produces as 
much human food during her life- 
time as 17 steers. In one year she 
will produce six or seven hundred 
pounds of cheese, equivalent to a ton 
of meat in food value, while if slaugh- 
tered she will produce only three or 
four hundred pounds of meat. Meat 
from one cow will supply a sufficient 
amount of beef in a ration for two 
soldiers for a year, while milk from 
one good average cow will supply an 
equivalent food value for 20 soldiers 
for a year. In addition, she will pro- 
duce a calf and furnish fertilizer of 
much value to increase agricultural 
production.

The Requirementsjof the Individual 


Cow jf 


[Note: The following, which is quoted 
from The Farm and Dairy, a paper published 
in Canada, is just plain dairy matter, but it 
gives such an insight into the real, practical 
requirements of the dairy cow as studied out 
by the author that we are pleased to print it 
here. This gentleman is a dairyman who has 
worked his way up with grade cows and now 
has purebreds. His success is due to a care- 
ful working out of every problem that pre- 
sents itself. He has outlined a few of them 
here.—Editors.] 


Such wonderful records have been 
made within the last three or four 
years by that faithful animal, the 
dairy cow, that many people are 
simply amazed. Many others, how- 
ever, are reaping a harvest from the 
sowing of the men who first were 
shrewd enough to realize the possi- 
bilities of a good cow when given a 
chance to make use of herself. 

In the year 1902 we kept our first 
milk record of a cow. At that time 
our herd was all grade cows. One 
seemed a little better than the rest, 
so we were anxious to know her yield 
of milk for a year. Weighing her milk 
for the year showed that she had giv- 
en 9,005 pounds in all. The dairy re- 
ports at that time gave 2,500 pounds 
as the average production of dairy 
cows in the province, so we thought 
we had a wonderful cow, and there- 
fore began to take a deeper interest 
in her, and this naturally led to in- 
creased interest in the whole herd. 
This cow was then six years old, and 
just in her prime. At fourteen years 
of age she gave over 13,200 pounds of 
milk in the year. Today this would 
not be considered an unusual record, 
but it shows the results of making a 
study of the dairy cow. 

We cannot accomplish all with care, 
nor yet with feed; the two must go 
hand in hand, or we will be greatly 
disappointed, and will probably give 
up and discredit what we hear of 
other cows. To get good results we 
must make the cow comfortable. This 





requires attention to the idividual. 
One cow, tied in a stall, might be 
comfortable and do her very best, 
while her stable mate, likewise tied, 
might become stiff and sore. Again, 
some cows, and often really good 
ones, will give their milk down much 
better for one milker than for an- 
other, who is just as good a milker. 
The person who tends the cattle must 
not excite them, but should go among 
them as quietly as possible. A good 
cow needs a great deal of nerve force, 
but she loses it through excitement 
and hence cannot use it in producing 
milk from the good feed she has con- 
sumed. 

The ~reatest factor, I believe, in in- 
creasing a cow’s production is good 
health. The three important things 
that are necessary to keep her so are 
sufficient exercise, especially before 
calving; a well-ventilated stable, and 
plenty of wholesome feed fed wisely 
and carefully. To give the cattle ex- 
ercise, turn them out every fine day, 
and leave them out just as long as 
they are moving around and are not 
suffering from the cold. It is a good 
plan, if possible, to have cows run- 
ning loose most of the time for two 
or three months before calving. A 
word on the feeding: This is where 
we must know our cow, her needs, 
her likes and dislikes, if we are going 
to get the best out of her. Some cows 
would not stand over 30 or 40 pounds 
of roots a day, while others would 
take 100 or even 125 pounds, and 
make the best use of them. Likewise 
with the ensilage; some will consume 
50 pounds a day, while others could 
not make use of 30 pounds. 

The dairyman must make a study 
along two lines: First, as to what 
end he is feeding, whether for milk 
or to put the cow in condition for 
work; second, as to the individual re-

This is the most critical period in 
the cow’s life. Hence, the judicious 
feeder will give each cow his special 
attention, find out her likes and dis- 
likes, and feed her accordingly. A 
fresh milch cow that is overfed is of. 
ten nearly ruined for that whole year 
as far as production is concerned. 
One cow may come to her full feed 
in ten days, while it may take an- 
other six weeks. Here the price of 
success is constant vigilance. Watch 
the cow, learn just what she will eat 


with a relish, and feed her so that ° 


she will want just a little more, in- 
creasin~ the feed as her appetite in- 
creases. 

In one way cows are like human 
beings. What one likes, another dis- 
likes. We cannot, then, expect a cow 
to eat something she does not like. 
This, therefore, is a good reason for 
a study of the individual. Also, all 
foods do not agree with all cows. 
For instance, cottonseed meal, fed in 
proper quantities, is a great feed for 
some cows, while it is almost poison 
to others. A good safe ration, how- 
ever, for practically all cows is equal 
parts of bran, oats and oil cake meal. 
Still there are times when we can get 
other things better, and if we have 
studied food values, we can _ often 
profit more by feeding some other 
ration. 

The world can now boast its 30,000- 
pound cow. How did it happen? It 
did not just happen. It was accom- 
plished by knowing, through studying 
the individual, just what was best for 
her every month in the year. 

A good feeder will watch his cow 
in many ways. As I have already 
stated. he will watch her appetite. 
He will see that her bowels are kept 
right. He will see that her coat is 
sleek and glossy, and that her hide is 
loose. The experienced stockman can 
pretty well read her feelings by her 
expression. If he attends to all these 
matters, he will come to regard the 


care of his herd, not as a mere duty, | 


but as an interesting study. And al- 
though only the few ever obtain the 
world’s record cows, yet to those who 
make a science of caring for and feed- 
ing their cows, success is assured, and 
they will be rewarded by a consider- 
able increase in the production of 
their herds.

THE INTER-COUNTY WISCON- 
SIN SALE. 

The Inter-County sale of Holstein- 
Friesians held at Watertown, Wis., 
November 8th and 9th is herewith re- 
ported very briefly. The sale was a 
decided success. Approximately 140 
head were sold for a total somewhat 
in excess of $30,000. 

The top of the sale was the bull 
consigned by Fred Pabst. This was 
a 3l-pound son of King Pontiac 
Champion and he brought $1,250. Mr. 
Rhoads’ 30-pound herd sire brought 
$900 and another consigned by Mr. 
Goldthorpe brought $800. He was a 
32-nound grandson of King Korndyke 
Pontiac Artis. The Pabst herd sire, 
Pabst Maplecrest King, was sold for 
$500. 

Among the females, the high cow 


was the two-year-old daughter of 
Oak De Kol Homestead. She sold 
for $675 and her sister brought an 


even $600. There were a number of 
others that hovered around the $500 
mark. 

The sale was decidedly satisfactory 
from the sellers’ standpoint and there 
is no question that the buyers 
got a number of high class bargains. 
The Lyle Farms of Illinois were the 
largest single buyer, taking home 21 
head for a total of $7,500. The Mil- 
waukee County Administration Board 
purchased 16 head, and Joy Morton, 
the well known ‘Chicago salt king, 
was also a purchaser.

The choice between the two will 
depend upon their adaption to the 
soil and climate of the particular lo- 
cality. Cowpeas are well adapted to 
warm climates and a long growing 
season and for this reason are more 
suitable to the southern than to the 
northern part of the United States. 
Only a few of the earlier varieties 
mature as far north as central Ohio. 
Soy beans are best adapted to the 
corn region, but will grow well on 
almost all types of soil. They grow 
faster than cowpeas and mature 
quicker. This fact makes them more 
favorable than cowpeas. for intensive 
farming. They can be sowed where 
some crop has failed and still mature 
before the frost comes. As they grow 
well during the hot midsummer, they 
may be sown late in summer for 
green manuring pasture where the 
cowpea would be unprofitable. 


Soy beans grow more rank than 
cowpeas and contain a larger amount 
of nitrogen in the tops and roots 
than the cowpea. This fact also ex- 
plains why soy bean hay is more nu- 
tritious or higher in protein. The 
cowpea is higher in carbohydrates. 

An advantage which cowpeas have 
over soy beans is that they are less 
sensitive to acid soils. This accounts 
for their wider distribution in some 
localities. 

Aside from quick maturity, soy 
beans are more profitable for their 
seed production than cowpeas. At 
the Ohio Agricultural Experiment 
Station, the average for 23 varieties 
was 18 bushels per acre, while the 
two leading varieties of cowpeas 
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averaged only 6.16 bushels. In a 
short time there will probably be de- 
veloped a regular market for the seed 
to be manufactured into oils and cake 
to be used as stock food which com- 
pares favorably with either linseed 
meal or cottonseed meal. At present, 
soy beans are grown more for grain 
than for any other purpose. This is 
largely due to a great demand for 
seed as well as high feeding qualities. 
On account of the growing popularity 
as a crop the seed is still selling for 
$2 and upwards per bushel. 

Sov beans constitute a regular item 
in the rotation at the Ohio Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. They were 
substituted for oats several years ago. 
Thus far the beans have been more 
profitable than oats without mention- 
ing the increased fertility added to 
the soil by the nitrogen fixation.— 
The Agricultural Student.

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DAIRY COWS MUST HAVE 
PROTEIN. 


Next to not feeding liberally 
enough, the most common mistake 
made in feeding dairy cows is not 
giving enough protein. Nothing can 
take the place of protein in the ra- 
tion. If it is short in amount, feed- 
ing an over abundance of the fat- 
tening foods only results in waste. 
Corn silage, cane fodder, timothy hay 
and corn are all especially low in pro- 
tein and since these are the most 
common feeds in Missouri, the dairy 
cow, especially on the general farm, 
often fails to do her best on account 
of a lack of protein. 

Corn silage and corn are the foun- 
dation of the cheapest and best ra- 
tion in this state. If alfalfa, clover, 
soy bean, or cowpea hay are fed in 
addition, considerable protein will be 
supplied and the amount of protein 
feeds to be purchased will be small. 
Under these conditions a good grain 
mixture would be, corn four parts, 
bran one part. In addition, heavy 
milking cows should have one pound 
of cottonseed, gluten or linseed meal 
daily. If timothy hay, sorghum or 
corn fodder are fed with the silage, 
larger quantities of rich protein feeds 
should be fed. To supplement these 
roughages a mixture of corn three 
parts, bran one part, and cottonseed 
meal one part, will be suitable with 
an additional pound daily of the meal 
used to each heavy producing cow. 

When corn silage is fed, as a rule, 
the grain mixture should be fed at 
the rate of about one pound for each 
four nounds of milk produced by a 
Holstein. When no silage is fed the 
grain ration should be increased 
somewhat in proportion to the milk 
since the animal will not consume so 
much of the roughage. If corn fod- 
der and timothy hay are the only 
roughage available the same. grain 
mixture is recommended as_ when 
these roughages are fed with silage. — 
C. H. Eckles, University of Missouri

SKIM-MILK FOR POULTRY, 

When buttermilk or skim-milk is 
available, milk feeding can be made 
profitable, says F. E. Fox, assistant 
in poultrv husbandry in the Kansas 
State Agricultural College. 

The gains are rapid and vary from 
15 per cent in the case of -hens to 49 
per cent for broilers. Broilers pot 
only fatten but they also grow. 

In this kind of feeding, portable 
batteries holding from 46 to 70 fowls 
are used. The birds are fed twice a 
day all that they can clean up in 20 
minutes. 

A mixture of 40 per cent shorts and 
60 per cent corn meal probably is one 
of the best dry feeds that can be used 
in the ration. One pound of this dry 
feed should be mixed with two pounds 
of buttermilk. 

The length of the feeding period 
usually is two weeks, as it is not 
vrofitable to feed longer. Fall is the 
best time to fatten poultry. The birds 
have a good appetite at this time and 
the market usually is favorable. 

Milk feeding bleaches the flesh of 
the fowl and makes the meat more 
tender. The average farmer has not 
the equipment for this type of feed- 
ing, which consists of a four-celled 
batterv and a building where there is 
plenty of sunlight and ventilation. 


A MISSTATEMENT. 

In reporting the National Dairy 
Show awards one misprint slipped 
in with regard to the breeders’ calf 
herd. The first honors in this class 
should have gone to R. E. Haeger of 
Illinois. Mr. Haeger is given second 
place in the report.

“MILKING COWS DON’T PAY.” 


The township oracle settled down 
in the grocery store, fortified himself 
with a slug of “chewing” and _ an- 
nounced, “I tell you, boys, milking 
cows don’t pay.” 

Several of the boys winked at each 
other across the stove. It had be- 
come a stale joke to hear this man 
discuss and settle all the questions 
of the day. He knew everything— 
to hear him tell it. 

“Thunder, you're tied up to a bunch 
of old fool cows night and morning 
and what do you get out of them? 
Nothing but hard work. They say 
you've got something coming in all 
the time, but it comes awful slow, I 
notice. I got fooled into buying 
some milk cows, but I can’t see 
where I’m making anything on ’em. 
By the time you figure your work and 
feed and everything, there ain’t much 
left. No money in farming, anyway, 


f especially when you depend on milk- 


ing,” 

This man told the truth. He was 
not getting ahead, milking. But it 
was hardly fair to blame the cows for 
it. It wasn’t their fault when their 
owner did not get around until 7 or 8 
o’clock some mornings to milk them. 
They were not responsible for his 
letting the calves suck them till it 
was handy to wean, in the meantime 
often not milking them at all when 


he was busy, no matter how much 
milk there was left in their udders 
which the calves did not take. That 


best cow could not be criticized for 
getting a sore udder because of his 
carelessness; neither should she be 
hit over the back with a stool be- 
cause he let her go without milking 
and ran her dry in a _ couple of 
months after calving—‘“too big a 
nuisance to bother with her.” The 
cows were usually willing to do their 
share and let down their milk; no 
fault of theirs that he didn’t milk 
them out clean and then wondered 
why the old brutes didn’t give more. 
The cows were not taking care of 
the milk cans and pails and separator 
—perhaps if they were the utensils 
would not have been left so dirty. 
Neither were they letting the cream 
stand around to spoil. 

“Milking cows don’t pay.” Of 
course not. But don’t blame the 
cows.—Farmers’ Advocate and Home 
Journal.

‘ -n given the cleansing 
and making sanitary of all the prem- 
ises, particularly the dairy barn, than 
right now at the approach of 
the winter season. Those who go to 
extremes in seeing that their barn jg 
as clean as.possible at all times, aj. 
ways find that their labors have been 
repaid many times in the smaller 
amount of losses that occur from 
disease than would be the case where 
a rigid system of sanitation is not 
the rule. There are always days in 
the fall when weather conditions do 
not permit outside work and there 
is no better time than a time like this 
to give these added attentions to the 
buildings. 

It should be the aim of every per- 
son operating a dairy herd to have 
the equipment of the dairy barn as 
simple as is possible and at the same 
time durable. In this way the work 
of cleaning is much simplified and 
there is much less tendency for the 
different kinds of bacteria which are 
often destructive to one’s breeding 
operations to gain a foothold. On this 
“cleaning day” all the refuse, to- 
gether with the cobwebs and _ dust, 
should be eliminated, and this follow- 
ed up with a rigid spraying or paint- 
ing with some good disinfectant. 
Whitewash is useful for this, since it 
is a medium that serves two purposes. 
It has both disinfecting and purify- 
ing properties. There are many 
ready-made disinfectants on the mar- 


‘ket and a great many of these will be 


found to give satisfactory results. 

It should not be forgotten, of 
course, that right in line with these 
things which go to make for cleanli- 
ness is the question of supplying an 


abundance of fresh air and sunlight 


since both are extremely essential in 
maintaining a healthy herd.

Profitable dairying depends upon 
the intelligent feeding and care of 
good dairy cows. This consists in 
the use of good common sense ap- 
plied to the requirements of the. in- 
dividual cow. Just as a cow’s produc- 
tion will never be standardized in 
quantity or quality, so can the feed 
never be standardized in amount 
nor in kind. 

Blood will tell, The greatest pro- 
ducers and the most profitable pro- 
ducing cows always have been and 
always will be of dairy breeds, bred to 
produce milk and butter economi- 
cally. This is strikingly shown in 
a farm survey conducted by the 
Leavenworth County Farm Bureau 
in 1914 in co-operation with the ex- 
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tension division of the agricultural 
college and United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Tonganoxie, 
Kan. Fifty-nine farms included in 
this survey were dairy farms 
and the following table shows 
how the dairy breeds compare with 
other breeds in producing milk and 
profits:

Not only did the dairy cows return 
$38 more per year per cow than 
the other kinds, but the man who kept 
the dairy cows received three and a 
third times as great an income per 
cow for his labor as the man who 
cultivated the society of the two- 
purpose cow. 

A good judge of dairy cows is born, 
not made, but the scales and tester 
will make a blind man see the cow 


. who pays her way. Of these two, 


the scale is the more important, as 
one can usually guess much closer 
the butterfat percentage of a cow’s 
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milk after milking her a year than he 
can the total amount of milk the 
cow produced. Testing the milk twice 
each month during the lactation pe- 
riod and weighing each milking is the 
one best way to get a correct valua- 
tion on the individual animal. Be- 
cause some men succeed without this 
only emphasizes the profitable nature 
of dairying and not the advisability 
of slack business methods.—Inter- 
national Harvester Company Bulle- 
tin.

PROTECT THE TEATS AND 
UDDERS. 


Prevention of injury to cows’ teats 
and udders is most important, says 
M. H. Reynolds, veterinarian at the 
University Farm, St. Paul, Minn. Ip- 
jury may be caused by dragging over 
high door sills, by hurrying the cows 
from pasture when the udder is fyll 
and by allowing them to lie on cold. 
bare cement floors. The teats, es. 
pecially the hind teats of low-hang- 
ing udders, are sometimes injured be- 
tween the cows’ hocks and the floor 
when the cow rises. 

If the injury is slight, there. may 
be only a bit of dry blood on the 
end of the teat and the cow may be 
a little harder to milk than usual, 
Such cases usually heal promptly, 
but if the bruised end becomes in- 
fected the teat canal and the’ udder 
may become inflamed. Sometimes 
the end of the milk duct is perma- 
nently damaged. A severe bruise may 
result from a teat’s being stepped on 
by a cow in a neighboring stall, while 
the cow is lying down, and if she 
jumps up suddenly actual tearing may 
result. 

The treatment varies greatly ac- 
cording to the case. ‘Conservative 
treatment will often save teats that 
are only slightly injured. Long con- 
tinued bathing with hot water and 
gentle massage, if given early, will 
often open a closed canal. Much less 
damage may result from leaving milk 
in an injured quarter for twelve or 
even twenty-four hours than from an 
attempt to force open the end of an 
injured teat with a milk tube or 
probe. When teats are badly damag- 
ed a competent veterinarian should be 
called. 

Repeated chilling of cows’ udders, 
especially by washing and then ex- 
posing them to the cold air, often 
causes trouble, says Dr. Reynolds. 
The canal becomes partially blocked, 
making milking difficult. Small 
masses of flaky material appear in 
the milk. In some cases the end of 
the canal is partly or wholly closed 
by a scab-like formation. Consider- 
able irritation of the skin, particu- 
larly around the base of the teats, 
will usually be noticed. The remedy 
is, of course, a different method of 
cleaning the udder, in cold weather.

One of the i 
trations of the dairy cow's aia 
in community development is ‘ese 
by the monthly bulletin of the Pen 
sylvania Department of Agriculture 
from the United States Year Book 
We give it in full herewith. Its detail 
is so complete that further commedl 
1s not necessary. 

“What can be accomplished jn 
dairy districts by community action 
is indicated in an article in the 1916 
Year Book of the United States De. 
partment of Agriculture. In this 
article the results of five years’ work 
in an Iowa _ community are discussed 
in detail. During that period, states 
the article, the net profits to the pa- 
trons of a small creamery were in- 
creased from $2,060 in 1911 to $9. 
643 in 1915. For the five-year period 
the total net profits were increased 
$32,169. Against this increase there 
is to be charged only the salary and 
expenses of the government field 
man, amounting to $11,196. As a 
result, therefore, of the development 
of the work the community received 
in the course of five years $26,273 more 
than it otherwise would have done, 

“These increased profits were ob- 
tained by the elimination of unprof- 
itable cows, in the introduction of 
better bulls, more improved feeding 
methods and placing on the market 
products of a better quality, the 
growing of such feeds as clover, 
alfalfa, and silage corn reduced the 
cost of milk production, and the 
herds received more adequate shelter 
and better water supply in the winter, 
thus being enabled to give satisfac- 
tory yields of milk through the larger 
portion of the year. 

“Progress in these directions is to 
be attributed to the influence of the 
field man among the farmers. It 
was under his direction that the farm- 
ers began to give serious attention to 
the problem for large and economical 
milk production. He also introduced 
the practice of keeping production 
records for each cow and of eliminat- 
ing all animals that reacted to the 
tuberculin test. The expense of rais- 
ing calves was reduced by shifting 
them earlier from whole-milk to skim- 
milk. The milking was done under 
more sanitary conditions and the 
milk and cream treated with greater 
care. In this way the quality of the 
butter was improved and the better 
product brought better prices. With 
these better prices the farmers had 
more money with which to improve 
their business. In this connection it 
is noteworthy that during the five- 
year period covered, the number of 
silos in the community was increas- 
ed from 7 to 44. 

“In conclusion the article points 
out that while the financial gaia 
from the work is the easiest to meas 
ure, it was by no means the only, oF 
even the most important, part of the 
total results from the experiment im 
community development in dairying. 
The improvement in social conditions 
and in living conditions in the farm- 
houses is not to be ignored, although 
it is very difficult to measure it.”
